Rapid Progress Everywhere 


The Allies are well in contact 
with the defences practically all 
round Cherbourg. They have made 
rapid progress on their whole line 

right across the peninsula, and the 
area held by the Germans is 
quickly diminishing. They are with- 
drawing without hard fighting. 

On the east, Allied forces are 
astride the main road from Valognes 
to the hamlet of La Rougerie. The 
drive here is towards the north. 

A heavy thrust on the west has 
taken the Allies to within four miles 
of the sea, and, in addition to 
Acqueville, they have added 
Teurthe-Ville-Hague to the rapidly 
growing list of captured places. 


HASTY WITHDRAWAL 


American troops have seized the 
arc of high ground around the city 
and begun fighting through the 
bristling defences guarding the port, 
says William Stringer, “Reuter’s 
special correspondent with the 
U.S.A. forces. .
